Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior art of record, Hasegawa and McMahan, fail to specifically teach 
the independent functions of the first lamp driving circuit and the second lamp driving 
circuit, and the subsequent step of sending the modulated voltage to the first lamp 
driving circuit or the second lamp driving circuit according to the dictate of a reciprocal 
logic signal. Hence the best prior art of record fails to teach the invention as set forth in 
claims 1-23 and the examiner can find no teaching of the specific dual light source 
voltage modulated reciprocal control circuit, nor reasons within the cited prior art or on 
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her own to combine the elements of these references other than the applicant's own 
reasoning to fully encompass the current pending claims. In addition, see applicant's 
reasoning in amendment/response filed 30 January 2006.
